However, the workiii}; class is ititerested in two thinRs, and very 
nnich interested. 

First. In fighting eorruf'tion, whenever and wherever it shows 
its head. Hccau.se if wc pertnit this nation to become rotten, then 
the workiiiK class also will be rotten. Sociali.sni and swial rc};cnerati6u 
and a new civilization would become impossible in .America. 

Second. The workin}; clas.s is verv vitally interested in the con¬ 
servation of natural resources. Wc should not forRct for a moment 
lliat Socialism will follow ca|iitalism as a jihase of civilization, and 
that the proletariat is the natural Itcir of the capitalist class. 

Tlierefore. we cannot pennit the inheritance of future fpmerations 
to be wasted bv frreedy capitalists without makin); a most earnest 
fiRlit. Fs|K*cially our natural inheritance in forests, rivers, etc., should 
Ik* protected, because denudation of the forests means the drvin}; up 
of the rivers and lakes, and a chanRc of the *oil and of tlie climate. 
Rc-idcs, this waste could not lie remedied in many uencrations, if at 
all.

The cirnservation of the natural resources is therefore of vital im- 
.porfancc. from.a Socialistsiandpoinl.-Jlit ouRbt do be made one of the 
fiiain issues of our party at the ne.Nt election.

Aforcover. the Pinchot affair, more plainly, perhaps, than any- 
thiuK else of late, slwws the ultra-capitalistic character of the Taft ad¬ 
ministration. 

The followinR are the facts; 

Mr. (jlavis, the field, chief of the forestry department, declared 
openly that Mr. BallinRer. the secretary of tlie interior, before he 
became a member of the Taft cabinet,, was the attorney of the Cun- 
ningham-( iuKKcnheim syndicate. That he was made secretarv of 
the interior lhrou};h the influence of our big business thieves. That 
after he had taken char};c of the department, he still favored and 
hcl}>ed the interests of the land, coal and river pirates, who formerly 
em})loyed him, and who got him into the ofliee. 

The present trouble is theifly over the attempt of the Cunniny;- 
hams (said to be dummies for the Gugf;cnheims). to grab tliirty-three 
coal properties in .Ala'ska, said to contain sixty million tons of coal. 

Oiief Forester of the United States Gifford Pincliot endorsed 
these statements of Glavis and submitted them to President Taft. 
And Taft "considered them.” inasmuch as he discharged Gtaiis im- 
mcdiatcl.v—for the "sake of discipline.”

Whereupon a very prominent perkxlical, CnUier't Weekly, investi¬ 
gated the matter. Collier's soon brought out that Mr. Hallinger at 
|he time when he was in the .service of the general land office of the 
l.’nited .States, also scrvetl as an attorney for the Uunningliam-(mg- 
genheim syndicate. Collier's has a circulation of over half a mil¬ 
lion. and Air. Ballinger was, therefore, com felled to a.sk for an investi¬ 
gation.

of them, now considered it their duty to at hast wreak vengeance on 
Gifford Pinchot. He was summarily dismissed from the service, 
logrther with Associate Forester Overton W. Price and Assistant 
I .aw Officer .Alexander C. .Shaw.
